Consolidated Canal and Lake Company 

? Is Getting on Its Feet. 

New York, Noy. 12.—{Special.]—Erastus 
Wiman’s plan to build up a great lake and 
canal transportation line is getting farther 
out of the nebulous stage. A corporation, 
the purpose of which is to wrest from the 
Vanderbilt and allied g®ystem of railroads 
the monopoly in the transportation of 
cereals from the West to New York and New 
England, is in process of formation. It is 
to be known as “ The Consolidated Canal 
and Lake company.” 

Prominent among the promoters are men- 
ttoned the Cramps, Arthur Sewall, Erastus 
Wiman, and E. M. Clarkson. 

The plan is to build a large fleet of steam 
canalboats and consorts and to construct 
elevators and storage warehouses at differ- 
ent points in and between New York and 
Buffalo.

Twenty-second Street Police~ Station. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock last night Nemeik 
and his wife, who had been sitting In their 
home, No. 2115 Grove street, all evening 
without fire to warm them, started from 
the house to secure something to keep them 
from freezing. Four of their eight children 
were at home, while the others were away 
attending a night school. 

The youngest child is 8 months old. Its 
eries because of the cold had induced the 
mother to wrap it in a bundle of rags and 
stow it away in @ closet in the little house. 
The other three children who were not away 
at school had crawled between two mat- 
gjresses while their parents shivered and 
tried to keep warm. At, times the children 
would cry out and plead with their mother 
to keep them warm. 

Maddened by His Children’s Cries. 

Nemcik, without a cent in his pocket and 
no way in which to provide warmth for his 
family, listened for a time to the cries of his 
children and then held a consultation with 
his wife. He had always been an honest 
man, it is said, and had never before at- 
tempted jo steal, but the pleadings of his 
children drove away all other thoughts than 
their safety. His wages earned at the Stock- 
Yards amounted to but little and were not 
sufficient to provide for a family half so 
large. 

Wrapping themselves in all the clothing 
they possessed Nemcik and his wife left 
the house in search of fuel. They wandered 
about through the streets in the vicinity of 
their home in search of some material to 
start a fire. They were unable to find any- 
thing and went into the Chicago and Alton 
yards, hopi to find some coal which had 
fallen from passing cars. They were again 
disappointed, but after a long search they 
came upon cars loaded with coal. Nemcik 
looked about him for a moment and then 
climbed on one of the cars. He secured a 
big lump of coal and handed it to his wife, 
who was standing below. .< 

At this instant Hodges, who is employe 
in the yards inthe vicinity df Twenty-second 
and Canal streets, came up and demanded 
to know their right to take coal from the 
cars. 

“JT am taking it because my children are 
freezing,’’ said Nemcik, as he clambered 
off the car. 

Hodges attempted to put the man under 
arrest, but Mrs. Nemcik, who is a Polish 
woman, did not understand the nature of 
the proceedings and grabbed Hodges around 
the neck, at the same time puiling him away. 
The two fell on the ground and Nemcik 
came to the assistance of his wife. He says 
the watchman broke a policeman’s club 
over, his head. 

During the progress of the fight Hodges 
drew his revolver, and although he says he 
intended to shoot Nemcik in the leg, he put 
a bullet in the man’s abdomen. The noise 
of the struggle and the shot from the re- 


‘volver attracted the attention of Policeman 


Thomas McCabe, who urrested Hodges and 
sent Nemcik to the hospital. 

An operation was performed on the patient 
immediately in the hope of saving his life. 

Policemen were sent to the Nemcik home 
soon after the shooting to investigate the 
condition of the family and found it most 
pitiable. The rooms were almost entirely 
without furniture or bed clothing. ‘The chil- 
dren, who had‘ been taking advantage of 
the ‘opportunities afforded by the night 
school, returned soon after the arrival of 
the police. 7 

Hodges was formerly a Columbian guard 
and has served the government at Fortress 
Monroe. He is said to have shot Patrick 
Costello in Halsted street three years ago.

Story of the Capture. 


Detective Hanley made the capture of the 
two crooks. It came about from the fact 
that Birch and Ryan have a defective mem- 
ory for faces. 

Hanley boarded an Adams street car on 
Wednesday afternoon to ride down-town. 
He recognized Birch as soon as he entered. 

The two crooks went to the forward end. 
of the car without any sign of recognition 
and sat down on each side of a man wear- 
ing a big diamond. Hanley crouched be- 
hind the stove where he could not be seen. 

When the car reached Canal street he 
saw Ryan raise his arms so as to screen the 
diamond from view while Birch prepared 
to seize it. 

Without waiting for further developments 
Hanley jumped from his seat, brushing aside 
the passengers standing in the aisle, rushed 
toward the two men, and seized them by the 
collar. 

Birch at first made a show of resistance, 
but recognizing Hanley he submitted. 


Rush for the Door. 


Some of the women passengers thought a 
fight was about to begin and made a rush 
for the door. 

When the real situation was known the 
passengers began to look over their belong- 
ings to find what was missing. 

One of these was M. A. Stark, who had 
recently disposed of a consignment of cattle 
and had received $4,000 in bills from the 
transfer. When he searched his pockets he 
could not find his pocketbook. He went to 
the Central Station with the two prisoners 
and was made happy by finding his money 
stowed away in one of the prisoners’ pockets. 

At the station Ryan was recognized asthe 
man wanted for jail breaking in Blouoming- 
ton, where he was serving out a sertence 
for larceny. 

Robbery of Diamonds. 


As recently as Aug. 4 Birch is accused of 
entering the store of Jeweler Pequignot, in 
Philadelphia, and as a prospective customer 
securing possession of a tray of diamonds 
estimated to be worth $1,500. 

Ryan was arrested a year ago in Chicago 
for alleged theft of a diamond stud from 
‘ Jake” Richards, but on being bailed out, 
he jumped his bond. The police have at- 
tempted to connect him with a number of 
robbery cases, but he has always managed 
to escape conviction. 

Birch served a short séntence in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., having been sent up for seven 
years for larceny. He was pardoned out 
by the Governor at the pleadings of his 
wife, who was the Chicago female crook, 
Minnie May, now married to “ Danny i” 
Nugent and living in Nova Scotia, Canada.

Must Vote on Silwer First. 


The free coinage addition, which is prac- 
tically a substitute, having been reported by 
the committee, must be voted down befére 
the real Dingley bill can bereached. It will 
be an exceedingly difficult thing to induce the 
silver men in the Senate to vote against 
what they have already sustained by a 
majority. 

The Senateat present consists of thirty-nine 
Democrats, forty-four nominal! Republicans, 
and six Populists, with one vacant seat. Of the 
forty-four Republicans, six have openly de- 
serted the party and fought for free silver 
and Bryan. It can be assumed with absolute 
safety that few if « xy Democrats will vote 
for the Dingley bi in any shape. To pass, 
it would have to secure the thirty-eight Re- 
publicans who did not bolt, the six who did, 
and one or two Populists. 

Chairmen Dingley himself does not believe 
that his measure can get through. Teller 
is non-¢éommittal, Cannon has come out un- 
reservedly against the tariff in any shape 
without silver, and Pettigrew has begun to 
talk about trusts. Squire would probably 
vote for the emergency measure if his elec- 
tion were not in question, but Dubois cannot 
afford to get a cloud on his title as a kantan- 
keroug silver man until he is out.of the woodg 
entirely.

The deficit in the Treasury for the fiscal 
ear of 1894 was, in round numbers, $70,000,- 
: for 1895, $43,000,000; and for 1896, $26,- 
000,000, the average being about $46,000,000. 
Today’s Treasury statement shows that the 
deficit for the five and a half months of this 
year now amounts to $58,163,290, which 
would indicate a deficit at the end of the 
year much larger. It is a fact, however, 
that the last half of the fiscal year generally 
reduces, the deficit, and, besides that, it is 
believed customs receipts will soon mount 
up materially. For months before the eiec- 
tion business was at the lowest possible 
notch. Impbrters did only the business ab- 
solutely necessary to hold their trade, and 
imports were as small as could possibly be 
the ‘case. It is believed that with the re- 
stored confidence ahd general revival of 
business the customs receipts will show a 
large increase, beginning within a few 
weeks, it being known that orders were 
placed in Europe contingent on the triumqh 
of sound money. For this reason it is as- 
serted at the Treasury that the deficit for 
this fiscal year will not be as large as is now 
indicated. . 
' Importers generally understand that Mce- 
Kinley’s election migans higher dutieg sooner 
or later, and hence will be all the more will- 
ing to increase their orders, The Dingley 
bill would, it is estimated, produce $40,000,- 
000 of additional révenue, but not at once, 
because the importers would flood the coun- 
try with goods under the present tariff, so 
that for the first few months of the new ad- 
ministration -the revenues might be even 
smalier than at present. The additional dol- 
lar a barrel on beer would produce $33,000, - 
000 on the basis of the present consumption,

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 12.—The first bust- 
ness to come before the Farmers’ Congress 
teday was the memorial address to Congress 
prepared by a committee of which William 
Lawrence of Ohio is Chairman. The 
memorial as adopted says that thé Fariiiers’ 
National Congress {8 not a@ political party 
organization; that the recent election, for 
President and Representatives in Congress 
has for a time settled the question that 
“the most ample protection ” shall be ex- 
tended to agricultural products in common 
with those of other industries. The memorial 
suggests a number of changes in the Ding- 
ley tariff bill, among them being the striking 
out of the “ skirting clause,”’ which originat- 
ed in the tariff bill of 1890. It also asks for 
the passage of a bill proposed in a memorial 
prepared by the National Wool Growers’ 
Association at Washington, D. C., in 1895 in 
aid of sheep husbandry. 

Gen. Harrison’s Address. 

Ex-President Harrison was introduced and 
addressed the body at length. He spoke of the 
custom of men of a particular avocation as- 
sociating themselves together with com- 
mendation. 

“The times are full of such associations,” 
he said, ‘“‘ and I think they should be encour- 
aged.”’ 

Gen. Harrison sald: ‘‘ Don't fight as one 
that beateth the ‘air. I have no patience 
whatever with those people who aré always 
fighting the ait. If you have something to 
antagonize, out with it; specify it; make your 
attack directly, It must be so if it is to be

Congressman Newlands Outlines Pol- 
icy Which Should Control Party. 

San.Francisco, Cal., Nov. 12.—Congréss- 
man Newlands of Nevada, Temporary Chair- 
man of the St. Louis Silver party convention, 
with reference to the policy which should 
control the silver men from the mining States 
during the coming session, says:

RECORDER CHASE MAKES A STATEMENT 


Confident the Four Years of His Ad- 
ministration Will Show a Profit 
to the County. 


Chicago, Nov. 12,—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Much that is not warranted by the factsis 
being said about my administration of the 
Recorder's office. Here are the facts: © 

The practice is for the County Loard to 
allow a given sum for defrayal of the ex- 
penses of the office. This is done by esti- 
mating as nearly as possible what the re- 
ceipts of the office from fees will amount to 
for the year to be allowed for. It is the cus- 
tom of the board to allow less than the esti- 
mated fees, thus making the Recorder's of- 
fice a source of revenue, and in no year has 
this allowance beem exceeded by me. 

It will be seen from this that the oflice must 
be run from month to month depending upon 
the receipts which the County Board believe 
will be received. If an error in the estimate, 
then the receipts are not sufficient to meet 
the expenses. This fact cannot be found 
out until after the time has lapscd and the 
expenses incurre4, 

Below I submit figures showing the sur- 
pluses and deficiencies: 

For the year 1898 the sum of $11.025 was 
turned over to the County Treasurer. In 
1894 thera was a deficiency of $7,782, which 
was mad up in that year. In 1505 $5,446 
was paid over to the County Treasurer, mak- 
ing $16,471 which the Recorder’s office has 
paid into the County Treasury. In 1886 the 
depression in all lines of business affected 
the Recorder's office, and the receipts have 
been less than the expenses of the office: 
hence salaries are in arrears. j 

1 am confident that the four ve 
administration of the Recorder's ofee Witt 
show a net profit to the county. It is, per- 
haps, true that, by adopting a Policy that 
would have incommoded the public, this 
profit might have been slightly increased 
but I did not consider that it was within the 
letter or spirit of the law to embarrass the 
business and patrons of the office in order 
to create revenue for other purposes.

How lincoln, Garfield, and Harrison 
Selected Their Cabinets—Remem- 
bered Their Rivals.

New York Sun: About thirty days after 
the election of Abraham Lincoln in 1860 he 
wrote the subjoined letter to William H. 
Seward, his principal competitor for the 
nomination for President, and’ the most dis- 


tinguished figure among Eastern Repub- 
licans: 


Springfield, I11., Dec. 8, 1860.—My Dear Sir: 
With your permission I shall at the proper time 
nominate you to the Senate for confirmation as 
Secretary of State of the United States. Please 
let me hear from you at your own earliest con- 
venience. Your friend’and obedient serv ant, 

A. LINCOLN, 

Hon. William H. Seward, Washington, D. C. 
A longer letter of the same date, marked 

private and confidential,” 
Mr. Seward in’ terms of perfect delicacy 
that the invitation to the Cabinet was more 
than a perfunctory, compliment by a suc- 


cessful candidate to a defeated rival: 


My Dear Str: Th afditidh to the’ accompanying 
and more formal note Inviting you to take charge 
of the State Department, I deem it proper to ad- 
dress you this. Rumors have got into the news- 
papers to the effect that the department named 
above would be tendered you as a compliment, 
and with the expectation that you would decline 
it. I beg you to be assured that I have said noth- 
ing to justify these rumors. On the contrary, it 
has been my purpese, from the day of the nomina- 
tion at Chicago, to assign you, by your leave, this 

place in the administration. I have delayed so 
for to communicate that purpose in deference 
to what appeared to me to be a proper caution in 
the case. Nothing has been developed to change 
my view in the premises; and I now offer vou the 
place in the hope that you. will. accept it, and with 
the beliefe that your position in the public eyo, 
your integrity, ability, learning, and great ex- 
perience all combine to render it an appointment 
preéminently fit to be made. 

One word more: In regard to the patronage 
sought with so much eagerness and jealousy, I 
have prescribed for myself the maxim, ‘‘ Justice 
to all,’’ and I earnestly beseech your codperation 
in keeping the maxim good. Your friend and 
obedient servant, A. LINCOLN, 

This generous and genuine letter met with 
a prompt response in the same spirit of sin- 
cerity. Senator Seward wrote to Mr. Lin- 
coln asking for “a little time to consider 
whether I possess the qualifications and tem- 
per of a Minister, and whetheg it is in such 
a capacity that my friends w@ild wish ‘that 
I should act, if am to continue at all in 
the public service.” A few days later Seward 
wrote again, formally accepting the post 
which Lincoln had offered. 

Twenty years later, almost to a day, the 
Republican President-elect of 1880 invited 
to his home in Ohio the brilliant Eastern 
statesman on whom had centered the hopes 
of the Republicans opposed to a third term: 
In the language of cordial friendship and 
high appreciation James A. Garfield urged 
James UG. Blaine to become Secretary of 
State in the new administration; and before 
December was over Blaine replied in a frank 
and graceful letter, of Which the following 
fs part: 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 20, 1880.—My Dear Gar- 
field: Your generous invitation to enter your 
Cabinet as Secretary of State has been under con- 
sideration for more than three weeks, though it 
had really neyer occurred to my mind until at our 
late conference you presented it with such cogent 
argument in its favor, and with such warmth of 
personal friendship in aid of your kind offer. I 
know that an earfy answer is desired, and I have 
waited only long enough to consider the subject 
in all its béarings,. and to make up my mind 
definitely and conclusively. I now say to you, in 
the same cordial spirit in which you have invited 
me, that I accept the position. It is no affectation 
for me to add that I make this decision, not for 


the honor of the promotion it gives me in the pub- , 


lic service, but because I think I can be useful to 
the country and to the party, useful to you as the 
responsible leader of the party and great head of 
the government. . . . In our new relations I 


shall give all that I am and all that I can hope to; 


be, freely and joyfully, to your service. 

To the precedent established by Lincoln 
and followed by Garfield; the case of Harri- 
son and Blaine in 1888 added another paral- 
lel. Again, in the Republican convention of 
1888, Blaine’s name appeared, in spite of his 
absence in Italy and his repeated declara- 
tion that he was not a candidate. The 
nomination went to Benjamin Harrison, and 
the most -conspicuous figure in the cam- 
paign for his election was the Maine states- 


| man, who came home from Europe and put 


his whole heart and soul into the canvass.

Blaine after the election, as far a8 we are 
aware, have never yet been made public;

Calls State Conference Together. 


Nov. 12,—[Special.]—The 


Springfield, Til., 


State conference of PO Re and correc- ° 


tions, which was arranged for. by the State 
Board of Charities, met at the State House 
this morning, the sessions being held in the 
Senate chamber. 
opening session was not'so large as had been 


expected, and the members of the conference 


consisted almost entirely of officers from the 
various State institutions. 

Much time was given up during the day to 
the discussion of the lunacy laws of Illinois. 
This discussion was provoked by a paper 
read by Dr. Sanger Brown in which he se- 
verely criticised the system of caring for 
newly developed. insane cases in Cook 
County. The conflict of authority between 
the city and the county and the desire of one 
to shift responsibility to the other, he said, 
were responsible for much of the troubk. 
One thing that was needed was temporary 
quarters in the police headquarters stations, 
where men who were supposed to be insane 
could be examined and cared for as soon as 
they were taken in charge. * 

Dr. Brown condemned the jury system 
of trying insane people like criminals, and 
cited instances where it had worked with 
bad effect. Judge Orrin N. Carter of Cook 
County defended the jury system and said 
that it was not nearly so unsatisfactory 

as it had been represented. The greatest 
troitiie was, he said, that the court was 
constantly overcrowded with work, and he 
belfeved that the system in vogue was the 
best that could ,be had under the circum- 
stances. What was needed, he thought, 
was a division of the court so that one 
Judge could give his entire attention to the 
consideration of insane cases and dependent 
children. Under existing conditions, he 
held, Dr, Brown’s theory of having a com- 
mission in all cases was not practical. 


Discussion of Existing Laws. 


The discussion drifted into the general 


effect of the existing laws and was particl- 
pated in by Dr. Gapin of Kankakee, Dr. Wal- 
ter Watson of Jacksonville, Dr. Arthur 
Loewy of Elgin, and Dr. O. B. Will of Peoria. 
The physicians of the State institutions 
agreed that the. existing law, where it was 
enforced with reason, met the requirements 
of most cases. They ‘all said, however, that 
some provision should be made for the early 
treatment of insane cases in the various 
counties. In many instances, they said, the 
worst possible effects had resulted before ihe 
trial of the patient because he or she had not 
been given proper care and medica] attention 
when under temporary restraint. 

Some fifty well known women and gentle- 
men from various parts of the State were 
present when Dr. Arthur EB. Reynolds of 
Chicago called the conference to order. 

A temporary organization was perfected 
by electing Dr. Reynolds Temporary Chair- 
oy and George F. Miner Temporary Secre- 

ary 

The Chairman was authorized to appoint a 
Committee on Permanent Organization, se- 
lect officers, and to report at the morning 
session tomorrow. The Chair appointed the 
following committee: George W. Curtiss of 
Freeport, Chairman; Mrs. Lorin C. Collins 
Jr. of Chicago, Capt. Edward Kirkwood of 
Quincy, Dr. W. E. Rice of Tuscola, and 
Judge Phillips if Virginia. 

This committee will prepare the necessary 
papers for a permanent State organization, 
select a name for the same, and recommend 
the first board of officers. 

After the conference had cleared away the 
preliminary work of the session Gov. Alt- 
geld, in a brief address, welcomed the mem- 
bers of the conference to Springfield. He 
briefly dwelt upon the nature of the confer- 
ence and advocated the very best manage- 
ment of all charitable institutions. 


Address by Dr. Reynolds. 

At the conclusion of, the Governor’s ad- 
dress. Dr: Reynolds of Chicago spoke in re- 
sponse to the welcome. His speech in part 
was as follows: 

‘The Board of State Commissioners of 
Public Charities was moved to call this con- 
ference feeling that there was a growing de- 
mand for knowledge of our institutions and 
an increasing interest in the care of de- 
pendent persons. There seems, also, to be 
an awakening among charitably inclined 
people as to how best to help those who can- 
not help themselves. It is true that our 
board publishes, every two years, a report 
of its doings, so also do the larger institu- 
tidns, but it is read by but a few per- 
sons comparatively... 

“The amount of money paid out directly 
by the State to support persons unfitted by 
nature or disease to support themselves is 
very large, but when we come to consider 
the amount expended by the several coun- 
tles and municipalities and the sums sub- 
scribed through churches and other public 
bodies of organized charity, together with 
the amount expended in private work of the 
same kind, the total amounts up to énor- 
mous figures: 

“We need more kindergartens and social 
settlements for the babies in the congested 
tenement districts of cities before we add 
more universities for adults. 

“If we can for one generation give to all 
children the proper environment and judi- 
cious training we--will have less need for 
penitentiaries, jails, bridewells, police sta- 
tions, and criminal courts. Indeed, such 
training is even a most rational cure forthe 
withering blight of inebfity and the endless 
train of degenerating evils that follows in its 
wake. 

‘In our day the almighty dollar is the 
magnet that drawsall mankind. To possess 
it is a passion with almost all kinds and con- 
ditions of men. It holds a despot’s sway in 
the heart of every man, whether he be high 
or low in society's scale. It is a powerful 
entity that must be reckoned with in socio- 
logic.il science. So strongly developed is the 
desire for money, and the power it brings, 
and so keen ie the struggle to obtain it, that 
rest, food, raiment, honor, and even life it- 
self are sacrificed on its altar. aid

Dr. S. T. Walker, Superintendent of the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Jacksonville, 
was presént with twelve little pupils of his 
asylum, and gave the conference an inter- 
esting exhibition of the education of the little 
ones.

“Yet it is possible that tariff 
legislation may be obtained by the votes, of 
silver Republicans who have always been 
protectionists. 

3. That there will be a. free silver majority 
in the Senate. Of the forty-four Republic- 
ans four (4)—namely: Carter, Clark, Mantle, 
and Warren, are likely to vote for free silver: 
so, probably, will five (5) more—namely: 
Mitchell of Oregon, Perkins’ successor, 
Shoup, Wilson, and Wolcott. Of the thirty- 
three Democrats only seven against free sil- 
ver are now to be seen—Caffery, Gorman, 
Gray, Lindsay, Mitchell of Wisconsin, Mur- 
phy, and Smith. So that nine Republicans, 
twenty-six Democrats, nine: Populists, -and 
four silver Republicans, amounting to forty- 
eight, will make a Senatorial silver majority, 
with ‘two votes to spare. 

The uncertainties of the case‘are interest- 
ing and important. 

Whether any of the nine silver Republic- 
ans above named will refuse to vote for a 
protective tariff unless they can have, free 
silver remains to be seen. It is to be hoped 
that all have been enlightened and willingly 
instructed as to the folly of such a position 
by the 1,000,000 popular ‘majority and the 
big Electoral majority. for McKinley and 
Hobart.

RUSSIA’S WARLIKE PREPARATIONS. 


Naval Vessels in Northern Waters and 
Armies on the Frontier. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 12.~—The Bulle 
tin says: -A letter containing duplicate of 
advices sent by a regular correspondent of 
the Hongkong Press et Viadivostock was 
received by the last China steamer today. 
The communication shows that the Czar is 
massing troops in the Viadivostock district 
and has already a number of naval vessels 
concentrated in northern waters. 

The principal details of the situation are 
contained in the following paragraphs: 

“ Although the Russian Government ex- 
plains that the massing of troops in the 
Primorsk and Eastern Siberia is due to ex- 
change of army divisions, it is learned that 


in all the divisions of Viadivostock there are 


not less than 112,00 men. This monster 
army is looked upon as a. menace to the 
peace of Asia.”’ 

The correspondent, further commenting 
on: the situation, states that ‘‘ while it is 
confessed that Russia is entitled to some 
outlet to the Pacific the continuous and 
warlike preparations are anything but re- 
assuring. 

‘The frequent presence of Russia’s en- 
gineers at Port Arthur and their operations 
in Manchuria, with the tacit consent of the 
officials of China, are highly significant in- 
dications of the relations between Russia 
and China and point unmistakably to the 
> Non object of Russia’s warlike anticipa- 

ons. 

“It behooves the British Government to 
pot yoga investigate this very important 
matter.’’ 


FRENCH POLITICAL CONTROVERSIES. 


Government Attacked by Radicals but 
Secures a Vote of Confidence. 

Paris, Nov. 12.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Miram, Radicél Socialist 
Deputy for Rheims, attacked the govern- 
ment for forbidding the congress of school 
teachers while showing weakness regarding 
the clerical anti-republican crusade, as 
shown in the proceedings of the clerical 
congresses at Rheims. 

M. Rambaud, Minister of Education, prom- 
ised a liberal bill increasing the privileges 
of the teachers and permitting the meeting 
of the congress. 

M. Darlan, Minister of Justice, denied the 
alleged anti-republican attitude of the cler- 
icals. Only one incident had occurred, he 
said, at Rheims which the government re- 
proved. M. Bourgeois, the late Premier, de- 
nounced the conduct of the Bishops, which 
he said was the more reprehensible as they 
were State officials. The Catholic congress, 
he said, had a political aim. M. Millerand 
taunted the government with submitting to 
the dictation of the Clericals. M. Meline, the 
Premier, then demanded a vote of confidence 
in the government, which was voted by 324 
yeas to 225 nays. 


TURKISH REFORMS HAVE BEGUN. 
M. Hanotaux Makes an Announcement 
to the French Cabinet. ~ 

Paris, Nov. 12.--At a Cabinet meeting 
this morning M. Hanoteaux, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, announced that the re- 
forms had been commenced at Constantino- 
ple. He added that all the persons taken 
into custody who were believed to be inno- 
cent have already been released, and he 
confirmed the advices from Constantinople 
to the effect that the official summary of the 
reforms to be put into execution by the 
Turkish Government has been published 
and that the provincial authorities have re- 
ceived instructions’ to execute them im- 
mediately. 

Hanotaux further stated that active nego- 
tiations were continuing to obtain further 
administrative and financial reforms. 

A Constantinople dispatch says that the 
Sultan’s entourage are urging him to revive 
Midhat Pasha’s constitution. 


MRS, CASTLE’S CONDITION CRITICAL, 


Her Physicians Refuse to Sanction Her. 


Departure for America. 

London, Nov. 12.—Since the release of Mrs. 
Walter M. Castle from Wormwood Scrubbs 
Prison, on Tuesday last, her condition of 
health has been so serious that the doctors 
now refuse her permission to saii for the 
United States at present. 

Bernard Abrahams, counsel for the Cas- 
tles, said today, referring to the surprise 
expressed in the United States that Mrs. 
Castle'had been advised to plead guilty, that 
it was generally felt in English legal circles 


that, in view of the change brought about 


by the law of 1883, the course adopted was a 
right one, and that the Home Secretary’s 
order to release Mrs. Castle is a complete 
vindication of the soundness of this advice 
and a virtual acquittal. 


CLAIMS OF THE FENIAN PRISONERS. 
They Will Show They We 
Explosives for Cuba. 
London, Nov. 12.—The Westminster Gaz- 
ette says that it is now settled that the de- 
fense of Edward J. Ivory, alias Edward J. 
Bell, the alleged Irish-American dynamiter 
of New York, if he shall be committed for 
trial, will be that he, P. J, Tynan, and the

PREMIUM ON GOLD IN PORTUGAL. 


Effect of the Recent Drop in Brazilian 
Exchange. 

London, Nov. 13.—An Oporto dispatch says 
that owing to the drop in Brazilian exchange 
the premium on gold‘there has risen to over 
40 per cent. A dispatch from Rio Janeiro 
says that the Chamber of Deputies adopted 
a tariff amendment authorizing the collec- 
tion of 60 per cent of import duties in gold. 


Germany’s Budget. 

Berlin, Nov. 12.—The imperial budget 
shows a balance of revenue expenditures at 
1,328,308,824 marks.

WILL FORM’ A TREATY. 


DETAILS OF THE WORK OF ARRANG-~ 
ING FOR ARBITRATION. 


Difficulty of Selecting the Four Mem- 
bers of the Board—King Oscar to 
Serve by Proxy-—A Treaty Must Be 
Made Between England and Vene- 
suela, with the United States as the 
Medium Through Which Results 
Are Obtained. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Nov. 12.—Representa- 
tives of King Oscar II. said to the Associated 
Press today: “The King not having re- 
ceived an official communication regarding 
the arbitration he is unable at present to 
make a statement on the subject.’’ 

It was explained that while his Majesty 
has expressed his willingness to the Swedish 
Minister at Washington to act as arbitrator 
as proposed his Majesty must receive a 
formal official request to act before he can 
give his consent, but there is no doubt he 
will agree to act. It is further stated that, 
as in previous cases, for instance,. when 
King Humbert of Italy and the President 
of the Swiss Republic consented to actina 
similar capacity, the King of Sweden and 
Norway will appoint a personal representa- 
tive who will attend the meetings of the 
court of arbitration. 


Other Members of the Board. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—But one point 
—a matter of detail, and not of merit—re- 
mains open between the United States and 
Great Britain in the settlement of the Ven- 
ezuelan question, and the cablegrams pass- 
ing between London and Washington give 
every reason to believe that this point, which 
has delayed the formal affixing of signatures 
to the arrangement of settlement, will be 
determined within a day or two. 

It relates to the choice of the four judicial 
members of the court of arbitration, two by 
this country and two by Great Britain. It 
has. been found that it was no easy task to 
take the Lord Chief Justice, the Solicitor- 
General, or other eminent British judicial 
functionary from his present important du- 
ties and charge him with other duties which 
may take months or years in their execution. 
For that reason it has been considered wise 
to settle this matter at the outset. As 
stated, the point remaining to be settled re- 
lates wholly to the personnel of the arbitra- 
tion tribunal and in any event will not affect 
the merits of the agreement already reached. 

Now that the facts of the agreemenh. are 
known fuller information is obtainable as 
to the form the compact has taken. ~There 
are two distinct papers in the transaction. 
The first and by far the most important is 
in the nature of a solemn agreement between 
the United States and Great Britain on the 
terms by which the boundary question will 
be settled and the form of the court of arbi- 
tration. 


Form of a Treaty. 


It is lacking in the technical character- 
istics of a treaty and in form is a ‘final 
agreement, duly signed by the representa- 
tives of the two governments,.on the terms 
by which they will settle the differences 
arising out of their divergent views on the 
dispute@® boundary question. Then, because 
the subject matter of the boundary itself 
lies between Great Britain and Venezuela, 
@ second paper is made necessary. This 
will be in the form of a treaty, the con- 
tracting parties being Great Britain and 
Venezuela. This will explain some ambig- 
ulty of terms that has arisen as to agree- 
ment and treaty. 

Literally the United §tates and Great 
Britain have’ made an agreement by which 
tho terms of an arbitration treaty between 
Great Britain and Venezuela are framed. 
Each instrument will relate to the other 
and be a part of a common understanding 
on the entire supject. In this way Venezuela 
retains her attitude as a contracting yarty 
to the final treaty. But as the treaty is 
shaped by the agreement the United States 
is the instrumentality by which the full re- 
sults are accomplished, and the Unite: 
States names two of the judicial arbitrators. 


Yield to Monroe Doctrine. 


London, Nov. 12.—The Speaker today pub- 

lishes an article by ‘‘ A Leading Publicist,” 
in which the writer, after recalling Lord 
Salisbury’s reply to Secretary Olney in re- 
gard to Monroeism, says: “An entirely 
new order of things has been established by 
the Anglo-American understanding. Mr. 
Olney’s extension of the Monroe doctrine 
itself, not before acknowledged by any 
European power, has now received the 
sanction of Great Britain. But it would be 
profitiess as well as somewhat painful to 
touch upon this delicate ground. 
to be done, had to be done, and that is the 
long and short of it. 

**'We may not like it, but there ought te 
be no difficulty tn choosing between the ab- 
surdity of complaining over the inevitable 
and the dignity of smiling acquiescence. The 
British Government is perfectly right now, 
without being wrong six or ten months ago. 
It is exactly a case of our policy of staving 
off as long as possible the domination of 
Russia, now so complete. To continue that 
policy when the game is up would be merely 
to cling to antiquated superstitions and 
antiquated diplomacy.”’ 


Influence of Uncle Sam, 

The St. James’ Gazette this afternoon pub- 
lishes a leading article headed ‘‘ An Historic 
Moment,” in the course of which ¥Jit says: 

‘* Lord Salisbury’s great admission of the 
principle that the United States have the 
right to intervene in frontier disputes of 
the American powers and to compel the dis- 
putants to arbitrate altogether transcends 
in importance the question of the Guiana 
boundary. It is a formal recognition of the 
influence of the United States on the Amer- 
ican continent, and gives the President a 
position in the New World which the 
medieval Popes and Emperors tried vainly 
to claim in Europe.’’ 

The Daily News says there is talk of the re- 
sumption of direct diplomatic relations be- 
tween Venezuela and Great Britain. 

Paris, Nov. 12.—The Temps tcday ex- 
pressed itself as being greatly concerned 
at the ‘‘ enormous extension of Monroeisn) 
involved in the Anglo-American entente,’’ 
adding: 

‘**It confers upon America the right to 
settle any difference between an American 
State and a European power without the 
authority of the American State interested. 
This. is a big innovation in international 
law and endows the United States with ab- 
solute Supremacy in their hemisphere. It 
must be a bitter pill to British pride to con- 
sent to this.’’ 

In conclusion the Temps expresses a 
doubt as to whether Europe will accept this 
agreement as a precedent. |

KNIGHTS OF LABOR FOR INCOME TAX 


\Threaten to Start a New Political Party 
te Secure It—Gompers Gives His 
Opinion of Sovereign. 


Rochester, N. Y., Nov. 12.—The general as- 
sembly of Knights of Labor today adopted 
a resolution declaring for the enactment of 
a graduated income tax law. Failing to pro- 
cure this at the hands of the next Congress, 
it is the declared intention of the Knights to 
use all their influence to have a demand 
for such a tax incorporated into the 
platform of one of the great political parties, 
and jf they fail in that there will in all prob- 
ability be an effort made to set up a new 
political party. 

‘General Worthy Foreman Bishop, in his 
report, says the competition from Oriental 
nations promises quickly to assume alarm- 
ing proportions. “ The Japanese are particu- 
larly to be feared,” it says. “ No tariff 
lower than an actual prohibitive one will 
serve to protect us from labor which can 
sustain vec? ng pers oA poten an aver- 
age compensation o cents per day.

Workman Sovereign of the Knights of Labor 
and expressed himself unmistakably today 
regarding certain remarks of Sovereign be- 
fore the annual convention of the Knights 
of Labor at Rochester on Wednesday. 

“T hardly think Master Workman Sove- 
reign’s statements deserve any attention, 
said Gompers. “In fact, no one pays any 
attention to what he says any more. It has 
been some time since any attention was 
paid, if ever, to what he might say.* Not 
even when he ordered laboring men to lay 
down their tools in 1894 was any eed given 
to his orders. His reference to the Federa- 
tion of Labor will have no effect, and inas- 
much as there is practically no membership 
in the order which he represents the federa- 
tion will not worry over what he may say 
about it.’’

SCHOOL ANNEX IN ASHES. 


PIONEER IN MANUAL TRAINING IS 
VISITED BY FLAMES. 


Technological Shop on the West Side 
Is Destroyed-in an Hour—John M. 
Smyth’s Big Store Near By Is in Im- 
minent Peril—Department Makes a 
Vigorous Fight, Assisted by Citi- 
zens — Fourteen-Year-Old Jenny 
Tint Is Badly Hurt. 


An overheated cufola set fire to the tech- 
nological shop of the English High and 
Manual Training School in Monroe street, 
between Halsted and Desplaines streéts, 
just before.6 o’clock last evening, and within 
an hour had destroyed that pioneer institu- 
tion of manual training in Chicago’s public 
school system. t 

The loss is set at $60,000 on building and 
machinery, which, owing to the practice of 
the Board of Education in carrying no in- 
surance on its real estate, is not indemnified. 
There is certain to be a loss of several! thou- 
sand dollars upon the stationery stock in 
the supply department adjoining, which was 
deluged with water, but this stock is amply 
covered by insurance. 

Cable traffic was blocked in West Madison 
street for more than two hours, and the 
Stream of humanity going westward from 
the business district at 6 o’clock for the 
most part seemed to gravitate to the scene 
of the fire and fill streets, yards, and alleys 
while watching the brilliant burning. 


Little Girl Is Run Over. 


In the excitement attending the rush Jenny 
Tint, a 14-year-old girl, living at No. 46 John- 
son street, was knocked down and run over 
by a cab. She was crossing Madison street 
at Union street, and had no warning of the 
horse which dashed upon her. The wheels 
passed over the girl’s body, inflicting severe 
injuries. The police took her to a drug 
store, and then by ambulance she was con- 
veyed to a hospital. 

It was about 5:45 o’clock when several 
persons simultaneously saw flameg in the 
second and third stories of the “ Tech” 
Building. One was Otto Christofson, head 
janitor of the High School building, who ran 
into the burning shop and notified Charles 
Wetzler, chief engineer. Carl Carson was 
another, and he turned in an alarm at the 
corner of Madison and Halsted streets. En- 
gineer Wetzler ran into Smyth’s and sent in 
a still alarm also.

Ten 
minutes after the first call the reinforce- 
ments were on the ground and all the pipe 
leads were working. 


Smyth’s Store Is Threatened. 

For ten minutes after the fames were dis- 
covered it seemed as if John M. Smyth's big 
Town Market, which, at the rear, is separat- 
ed from the manual training shops only bya 
narrow alley, would catch fire. Scores of 
window panes were broken by the heat, but

— in the beginning to hold the Hames 
at bay. 

Thomas M. Smyth organized his platform 
men and teamsters on duty in the alley and 
manned the big hose, which is supplied from 
a basement pump. The stream from this 
pipe is as big as the twin hose of the Fire 
Department and requires half a dozen men 
to manipulate it. With this the fire was 
kept in check on the north.end of the burn- 
ing building, and by keeping all the sills of 
the Smyth Building wet the flames did not 
jump the alley. 

The fire seemed to be fiercest about the 
top of the cupola in the third story, and it 
was at once concluded that it had its origin 
there. A blast was run from the cupola 
abo. 3 o’clock, and the fire there was the 
only one in the building late intheday. Be- 
fore quitting the place, at 4 o’clock, this fire 
had been drawn, but it is believed the casing 
of brickwork around the top became over- 
heated and ignited the pine wood built 
against it. The building, which was a four- 
story brick, 60x75 feet, was destroyed. It 
is thought, however, the walls may not re- 
quire rebuilding. 


To Save the Central High School. 


‘A severe battle was required at the south 
end of the shop to keep the fire from pass- 
ing into the old brick Scammon School, now 
called the Central High School, and also 
into the stone building used as the supply 
department of the Board of Education, 
which was formerly the old high school 
building. Six night classes were to have 
met in the high school last night for in- 
struction in business branches. Both build- 
ings were deluged. 

Hiardly had the firemen got the flames in 
check when another alarm rang in from the. 
corner of Washington and Jefferson streets. . 
Some one carried a message to Chief Swenie, 
who was on the top floor of the high school... 
Taking a rapid survey of the situation the 
Chief concluded it could get along without 
him. He rushed to his buggy, gave orders 
for certain parts of the apparatus to follow 
him, and went to the second fire. It proved 
to be of small importance, being confined 
to the fifth and sixth floors of No. 44 Jeffer- 
son street, where S. W. Kraus’ machine shop 
is located. The loss was about $400. 

Supt. Albert R. Robinson reached the high 
school about the middle of the fire and with 
some of his assistants rescued his books, 
records, and papers from the water. 

‘* There are 436 pupils in attendance at this 
school now,” said Supt. Robinson, “ and the 
instructors number sixteen. The building 
destroyed cost $30,000 six years ago and its 
contents were of about the same value. No 
insurance was carried on house or contents. 
School doubtless will have to discontinue 
for today at least to put the building in con- 
dition.”’ 

J. A. Guilford, Business Manager of the 
Board of Education, said the loss upon school 
stationery in the supply department, result- 
ing from water, would reach $5,000 or more 
This stock is protected by insurance. 


DENIES NORTHWESTERN STUDENTS BET 


President Henry Wade Rogers Says 
Investigation Shows Recent Re- 
ports Are Unfounded. 


President’s Office, Northwestern Uni- 
versity, Evanston, lll., Nov. 12.—[Editor of 
The Tribune. ]}—The statement has been made 
in certain papers that it is customary for 
students in Northwestern University to bet, 
and sometimes heavily, on games of football. 
Such a charge is a serious reflection on the 
student. body and on the faculty, and is cal- 
culated to injure the university and the cause 
of athletic sports. I deem it my duty, there- 
fore, to take notice of it and to say the au- 
thorities of the university believe the charges 
above referred to are without foundation 
and are wholly untrue. I make this denial 
after inquiry into the facts. That money 
was bet on the Chicago-Northwestern and 
on the Champaign games by persons not con- 
nected with the university may be true, but 
that the students of the university are en- 
gaged in the practice of betting on football 
is, to the best of my knowledge and belief, 
untrue. : 

The game of football has been prejudiced 
and its existence as a college sport put in 
jeopardy by allowing “ professionals ”’ to 
play on the teams and by the “ slugging a 
which has sometimes characterized it. Col- 
lege faculties have been compelled to notice 
these evils, and as a result professionalism 
has been brought into disrepute and the 
game is today largely free from the brutality 
which brought it into almost universal dis- 
favor a few seasons ago. I do not hesitate to 
say that if the game of football is to be made 
the occasion for betting on the part of the 
student body it will be necessary for college 
faculties to deal with the matter in an un- 
mistakable way. They must suppress it as 
they are suppressing professionalism and 
slugging, or else the game will be in danger 
of being itself suppressed because of its 
demoralizing tendencies. 

The faculty of Northwestern University 
has not legislated on this phase of the sub- 
ject, because we have believed, and do now 
‘believe, that our student body is free from 
the evil. 

The friends of athletic sports who are not 
connected with universities and not amen- 
able to college faculties cannot do the cause 
of football a greater service than by refrain- 
ing from betting on the games. 

The leading newspapers of Chicago are less 
sensational than those of New York, and 
those at the head of them are men of high 
character and excellent intentions.. It is not 
strange that they are sometimes imposed 
upon and that they give currency to reports 
that are untrue and mischievous. The papers 
that print editorials indorsing the game of 
football as the great American game which 
college faculties should sustain and not 
abolish, are very much complicating the sit- 
uation when they lend their local columns 
to highly ated accounts of the phys- 
ical ini the players suffer and ta

The story that a pool of $1,000 or $1,500 
raised by our students on a recent 
game is so utterly absurd and untrue I 
hesitated to notice it at all. I do not 
‘that no student In the university has 
bet on a game of football, but I object to 
a few isolated cases represen 
that the students are addicted to betting 
that any such practice characterizes 
Student body.

So it can be asserted with confidence that 
half a million men, women,.and children 
who were eating their heads off a fortnight 
ago are self-supporting now. That ought to 
gladden the heart of every real friend of la- 
bor. It can sadden only those who, while 
pretending to be on the side of the working- 
man, want to see him condemned to beg- 
gary and starvation. 

Among these enemies of labor is Grand 
Master Workman Sovereign of the Knights 
of Labor. In his yearly report, the substance 
of which was printed in yesterday’s Trrs- 
uNE, he has not a word of congratulation for 
the half million people who are no longer 
idle. 

He regrets their improved condition, for 


them work, and he calls on all wage-earners 
to stand by those free silver and free riot 


would have made millions idle. He urges 
the Knights of Labor to convert themselves 
into a wholly secret, dark-lantern organiza- 
tion, and work stealthily for the overthrow 
of the peace and the currency of the country. 

Then the demagogue and Anarchist Soy- 
ereign talks thus to his followers: 

After a struggle of twenty-seven years against 
the evils of aggregated wealth by our order we 
are confronted with more serious problems af- 
fecting the rights and liberties of the industrial 
masses than ever before. Not only have the idle 
speculating classes demonstrated their ability to 
dominate productive enterprises and accumulate 
wealth of toiling millions, but they have demon- 
strated their power to coerce wege-earners and 
mortgaged farmers with threats of discharge and 
foreclosure into submission to their will. The 
autocratic holders of idle money have subverted 
the principle of tree government by forcing polit- 
ical service from the poor as the tenure of em- 
ployment. 

These swollen plirases are not original 
with Sovereign. Probably: he has no clear 
idea what some of them mean, He has 
seen them in the speeches of Bryan, Alt- 
geld, Jones, Debs, and others and thought 
they sounded well. 

Who compose the “speculating classes ” 
Sovereign mentions? The men who gather 
around the stock exchanges and the 
boards of-trade and gamble on margins. 
They have never “ demonstrated their abil- 
ity to dominate” anything. Occasionally 
they are lucky in their bets on the ups and 
downs of stocks and produce, but they 
generally die beggars. Labor has nothing 
to dread from them. 

Who are the “ autocratic holders of idle 
money’? They are the men who have 
money which they are not using repro- 
ductively and which, consequently, they 
are eating up day by day. The longer 
their money remains idle the less of it they 
will have. 

These “ holders of idle money” are not 
friends of labor. If they were they would, 
where possible, use their money cither per- 
sonally or through others in manufactur- 
ing or other enterprises where wage earn- 
ers could be given employment. But were 
they to do this Sovereign and hie ike would 
denounce them as enemies of the “ indus- 
trial masses.” 

What is the “aggregated wealth,” or 
“money power” against which Sovereign 
declares his organization has been fighting 
for over a quarter of a century? Hemeans 
by those words the employers of the coun- 
try, and he desires to array the employés 
of the country ‘Against them. 

Sovereign may not know what all the 
big words he uses mean, but a definite, well- 
understood purpose lies behind his pomp- 
ous, ignorant gabble. He wishes to get up 
an industrial war and bring about a state 
of things which will please the/)Anarchists 
and ruin employés as well as employers. 

The industrial system he seeks to over- 
throw and which he calls the “ money 
power” is organized thus: The captains 
of industry—the men who have the ability 
to originate and carry out great enterprises 
—go to work with money of their own and 
what they can borrow and give employ- 
ment to labor. 

They organize vast corporations, the 
ownership of the “ aggregated wealth 
which is not in one hand or a few 
but in those of thousands of shareh 
By the union of the comparatively small 
means of many in stock companies the 
great railroad system of the United States 
has been developed. : 

There are nearly 400,000 manufacturing 
establishments in this country, giving work 
to 5 million people. The men who are the 
brains of these establishments buy raw 
materials, convert them into finished prod- 
ucts, and then find’ a market for those 
products. The money they use in their 
business is partly their own ard partly 
borrowed from banks and private individ- 
uals. 

When no one is waging war on employers 
and times are good there is little “ idle 
money” in the country. The savings 
banks deposits of the workingmen and the 
surplus funds of the life insurance com- 
panies are reproductively employed. and 
contribute to the support of labor. ‘The 
“wealth” belonging to many is “ aggre- 
gated ” for the time being in the hands of 
those who can use it for the best interests 
of all. 

Whatever hurts employers hurts em- 
ployés also. Whatever makes money idle 
makes men idle. That this is the fact the 
last three years ought to prove. The em- 
ployers have suffered. The employés have 
not escaped. Less “wealth” has been 
“ agcregated ” for industrial purposes, and 
more men have been idle. 

Sovereign, being an enemy of labor, is 
not .sagistied. with what it has undergone 
during the Jast three years. That is why 
he is preachihg a doctrine of discord and 
hate and. endeavoring to delude employ¢s 
into the belief that they will pull them- 
selves up if they pull their employers down. 

But for the industrious dissemination of 
such false doctrines Bryan would have re- 
ceived a million less votes than he did. 
Since evil teachings can mislead so many 
it is the imperative duty of all friends of 
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he deplores the defeat of Bryan, which gave *

ent and a reward for his powers of observa- 
tion, which, when concentrated in the 
Hess houséhold, at once took practical shape 
and led up by processes familiar alone to 
Mr. Hess to McKinley’s nomination and 
election.

This 
process went on particularly in the Illinois 
delegation, in which, at the outset, Maj. 
McKinley had an insignificant number of 
friends. While they were not,originally for 
McKinley they were not for any one else 
in particular. If they were asked as to 
Reed, or Allison, or any other candidate 
they simply said they didn’t know. Of 
course Lllinois, like other States, had a 
favorite son, but the favorite son was only 


doing its thinking, and the more thinking 
they kept up the more they thought McKin- 
ley was the strongest candidate, and at 
last all but two of them voted for him. 

There never was a convention before 
which worked out its conclusions with as 
little outside pressure. The delegations had 
before them the speech of Mr. McKinley 
delivered at the Marquette club, in which 
he stated he was for protection, but was not 
tied down to any specific rates of duties; 
that he wanted to retain the American wage 
scale, and that he was for a sound, stable 
currency. The members of the convention 
knew that some years before Maj. McKin- 
ley with others voted for large purchases of 
silver in the hope of raising its value, but 
that he, like millions of other people, con- 
cluded it could not be done. Therefore, they 
had no fear as to his stand on the money 
question. They were satisfied he was a 
conservative, safe, and sound man, who 
could be trusted, unless all appearances 
were deceptive, and who would give the 
country a prudent, economical, and good 
administration. 

No other President in the last fifty years 
has gone into office as unpledged and as un- 
burdened with obligations as Maj. McKin- 
ley. Even Mr. Hanna did not nominate or 
elect him. He simply worked for him both 
at St. Louis and as Chairman of the Nation- 
al committee with consummate skill and 
ability, proving himself a great political gen- 
eral. The nomination and the election were 
due to causes far beyond the scope of any 
one man. 


BOURBON SILLINESS. 

Louis Philippe Robert, Duke of Orleans, 
and Maria Dorothea Amelia, Archduchess 
of Austria, were married in Vienna on the 
5th inst. with as much flourish of pomp and 
ceremony as decayed royalty nowadays can 
muster.

NO MORE JUG-HANDLED RECIPROCITY. 

It is stated in a dispatch from Montreal 
that the commercial interests of Canada 
are in favor of the renewal of the Elgin reci- 

-procity treaty of 1854, and that when the 

new administration comes into power they 
will endeavor to secure it. Under the pro- 
visions of this treaty the three-mile fishing 
limit, with certain reservations, was re- 
moved, the right of navigation on Canadian 
rivers was conceded, export duty was re- 
moved on timber cut on American territory 
and floated down to be shipped from New 
Brunswick, and reciprocity was applied to 
the following articles: 

Grain, flour, and breadstufts of all kinds; fresh, 
smoked, and salted meats; cotton, wool, seeds, and 
vegetables, fruits, dried and undried, hats, furs, 
skins, or tails un@ressed, butter, cheese, tallow, 
lard, horns, manures, pitch, tar, turpentine, ashes 
and lumber of all kinds, round, hewed, sawed, un- 
manufactured in whole or in part, rice, *broom- 
corn and bark, gypsum, ground or unground, hewn 
or wrought or unwreught burr or grindstones, 
manufactured tobacco, fish of all kinds, products 
of fishes or all other creatures living in the water, 
poultry, gs, stone or marble in crude or un- 
wrought, slate, ores of metals of.all kinds, coal, 
firewood, plants, shrubs, trees, pelts, wool, fish 
oil, dyestuffs, flax, hemp and tow manufactured, 
rags. 

This would be simply the old one-sided, 

jug-handled treaty the United States had 
with Canada before the war, and it cannot 
be renewed except under a radical political 
change of circumstances. It is ali nonsense 
for Canada, as long ds she remains outside 
of the Union, to expect reciprocity on goods 
which we have for sale in abundance, It 
is useless to talk about reciprocity on milk, 
hay, butter, poultry, and farm truck while 
they have the run of our cities for their mar- 
ket for the same goods, 
. The vital question in this business is the 
willingness of the Canadians to reciprocate 
on manufactured goods, and to have the 
same freedom of trade as exists between 
our States; in other words, a complete zoll- 
verein. To allow them to pick out a number 
of articles of which we have abundance and 
grant reciprocity on them is the sheerest 
nonsense. . ' 

It will be much better for the trade rela- 
tions of the two countries to remain as they 
are until Canada is ready for a competing 
reciprocity as complete as that which now 
exists between the American States. When 
she is ready for that she will probably be 
ready to come into the Union. The United 
States is in no hurry for this change. We 
can get along so far as the tariff is con- 
cerned by treaty as we do with other na- 
tions. So long as Canada prefers to remain 
in a colonial condition as a province of a 
littlé island beyond the gcean no closer 
trade relations with us can be expected. 
This is an independent, self-governing coun- 
try, and Canada ought to have come in at 
the time of her own rebellion in 1832. But 
we don’t want an unwilling State organized 
out of a hostile province. Destiny will de- 
termine the time of Canada’s admission, 
and the United States will go on as it is do- 
ing now until sucu time as Canada is ready 
to be absorbed. If she had come ina centu- 
ry ago, as she should have done for her own 
interests, she would have had now ten mill- 
ion people instead of five million people, and 
her wealth would have quadrupled. So 
long, however, as she loves the mother coun- 
try she should be allowed to enjoy that sen- 
timent to the utmost, and so long as she pre- 
fers that kind of silliness to solid advance- 
ment she had better go on as she is going, 
while the United States will remain as a 
nation friendly to the colony of a far-<distant 
power. There will be no more jug-handled 
reciprocity between Uncle Sam and his 
charming but foolish neighbor Miss Canada.

46,585 more votes than New York, and 15,080 
more votes than New York registered. But then 
Chicago has annexed everything she could find, 
while New York is just New York.—Buffalo 
Courter. 


No city. in the world’s history ever went 
into the annexation business on the whole- 
sale scale of New York. Her politicians 
swept the great City of Brooklyn, contain- 
ing more than a million of godly inhab- 
itants—judging. by its number of churches— 
and separated from the wicked Gotham by 
a wide river, and they dragged in by the 
‘ears a dozen other cities and towns up the 
Hudson, around the bay, and out in Long 
Island.

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LESSON OF NEW YORK’S BOND SALE. 
Municipal bonds of the City of New York 
to the amount approximately of $16,000,000 
were offered for sale on Wednesday and 
were subscribed for several times over at 
an average price higher than has been paid 
for New York bonds in many years, Sev- 
eral bids are so close together that it will 
require some figuring before the success- 
ful bidders can be determined, but the 
average price for the entire issue will not 
be below 105.6. All the prominent bond- 
buying houses were represented in the bids, 
and a lively vivalry and great enthusiasm 
prevailed during the episode. The signifi- 
cance of this sale can be appreciated best 
when it is remembered that in September 
New York tried to sell $4,000,000’ in bends, 
but all the bids were so low—the highest 
being about 100—that the securities were 
withdrawn from the market. : 

The handsome premium obtained on 
Wednesday was in spite of the vupposition 
of Tammany Hall. Tammany fought des- 
perately against the success of this neces- 
sary bond sale by its advocacy of Bryan- 
ism.: If Tammany’s crusade had won and 
Bryan had been elected no bonds of the 
City of New York would have been sold 
or could have been sold except st a price 
so ridiculously low that no city govern- 
ment would brave the wrath of the people 
by accepting it. This bond sale in New 
York, however, is not a tribute particularly 
to the credit of that city as above any 
other city, but a conspicuous illustration 
of what the restoration of public confidence 
is doing in every community. The experi- 
ence of New York in September, when it 
could not get a satisfactory or reasonable 
bid for its bonds, was shared by many of 
the large cities of the country at some time 
during the summer. In most cases no bids 
for the bonds were offered. No financiers 
wanted to buy bonds,’ no matter how gilt- 
edged they might be. No men wanted to 
part with their cash when the country was 
threatened by practically an annihilation 
of confidence and overwhelming business 
depression. But, as if by the wave of a 
wand—and, in fact, by the power of the 
ballots of honest men—all this has been 
changed. New York sells its bonds at a 
magnificent* profit. All the other cities in 
need of money will find their credit uplift- 
ed by the wave of confidence, and the bonds 
will command good pricés. The credit of 
the Nation and of the cities and of individ- 
uals has been fortified and strengthened, 
and the cry is no longer “* Who will buy?” 
but “ To which one will I sell?” 


SORROWS OF THE REALISY. 

Agnes Repplier takes occasion, in the 
current North American Review, to flagel- 
late the contentious realists cf modern 
American fiction, especially Mr. Howells 
and the rest of the critics, who hold that 
“the romantic novel represents a juvenile 
and, intellectually considered, a lower stage 
of development than the realistic novel.” 
Now, it is very good of Miss Repplier to join 
Mr. Lang in taking up the cudgels on behalf 
of romance with such incisive zeal. The 
present drift of popular fiction also proves 
that the reading public is in sympathy with 
her. And yet the impulse to help the under 
dog prompts one to cry mercy forgthe real- 
ists. They have troubles enough of their 
own without thus being flayed alive to 
boot. 

It is to be feared that Miss Repplier has 
not sufficiently considered the sorrows and 
anxieties suffered by the Howells school at 
the hands of their own characters. The 
amount of worry that can be given to a 
realistic author by a single obstreperous, 
imaginative, aggressive character is simply 
incalculable. Miss Repplier partly realizes 
this herself. She knows how it is when 
the realist does his duty by Mary Jane, pro- 
vides her with a lover, laboriously smooths 
the path of courtship, and then has his feel- 
ings harrowed by seeing the ungrateful 
hussy refuse, after all his pains, to marry 
the young man. She sees some of the lurid 
possibilities of revolt that must make the 
realist long for the ancient right to hang a 
few of his rebellious puppets “ to encourage 
the others.” But she forgets the moral 
grandeur of Mr. Howells and his disciples 
in resisting this temptation. 

When Conan Doyle finds Sherlock 
Holmes usurping everything in sight he sim- 
ply takes the detective to his private study, 
locks the door, and murders him with a sin- 
gle thrust of his stylus. That is the sim- 
ple, human method of self-preservation. As 
Miss Repplier reminds us, even Trollope, 
that most prolific of realists, was finally 
goaded to killing the odious and irrepressi- 
ble Mrs. Proudie. But that was becafise he 
overheard two club members impugning the 
bravery and originality of a man who would 
letone woman thus intimidate him. He slew 
Mrs. Proudie in spite of the fact that he 
was interfering with *“‘nature’s arrange- 
ment.”” But the parlor realist of today, 
with whom the commonplace is a cult, 
would not do so unnatural an act. He 
would rather die than shed the blood of 
one of his characters—perhaps because they 
have no blood in them to shed. ; 

This is only cone of the hardships of the 
realist. His whole existence is spent under 
the iron heel of nature. If there oectirs to 
his imagination an incident or ea denoue- 
ment that would make his book interesting 
to the lovers of romance, he must straight- 
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and likewise some of the most virile novels 


tion to train a platoon of machine guns 
upon the ranks of the provokingly sedate 
parlor novel characters and start with an 


entirely new generation.

It is set 
forth that notice was given to Recorder 
Chase that the capital stock would be in- 
creased to $50,000, but the additional $49,000 
has never been paid in.

B. B. Johnson was unanimously 
chosen to succeed hmself as.President, with 
an increase of salary, and he announces that 
during the coming year he will conduct the 
league’s headquarters in Chicago. 

The directors chosen are: Charles Ko- 
miskey of St. Paul, M. R. Killilea of Milwau- 
kee, T. J. Loftus of Columbus, and George 
Ellis of Grand Rapids. The Schedule com- 
mittee consists of James Manning of Kansas 
City, C. H. Saulspaugh of Minneapolis, and 
G. A. Van Der Beck of Detroit. The spring 
schedule meeting will be held in Detroit on 
March 8, and the championship season will 
begin on April 21 or 22 and consist of 140 
games. 

Some of the weaker members have been 
conipelled by competition with larger 
leagues to pay too large salaries; and in the 
hope of ucing them a committee was ap- 
pointed to confer with the Natonal League

RUSIE SUES FOR HIS RELEASE. 
Files a Bill for Injunction Against the 
New York Club. 

Aside from the intense interest manifested 
in the deadlock over the minutes and the 
probable outcome of the meeting of the Na- 
tional League in the afternoon, the an- 
nouncement that Amos Rusie had begun suit 
in the Federal Court against the New York 
club, filing a bill for an injunction in order 
to obtain his release by process of law, made 
a sensation. 

Upon the decision of this case depends the 
right of the league clubs to reserve players, 
and a decision adverse to this custom would 
exert a widespread influencé over the power 
of a number, if not all the organizations in 
the league. It would make the field open for 
all bidders at the end of each season, and 
would allow no club the right to hoard upa 
few choice players such as Rusie, and keep 
them from accepting better contracts when 


offered. 

All that Andrew Freedman would say in 
regard to the matter was, “ let him sue.” 

There is no time set for the hearing of the 
case in the bill. Aside from the injunction 
for release from reservation, Rusie began 4 
suit for the recovery of $5,000 damages in- 
curred by reason of the New York club’s 
refusal to allow him to follow his profession.’ 

Trades were lost sight of for a time yes- 
terday in the general excitement over what 
was considered a crisis in the affairs of the 
league. However, it was reported that a deal 
was on foot to trade Kittridge for Catcher 
Ganzell of Boston. The deal was not com- 
pleted yesterday.

The new plan contemplates a sweeping 
change in the method of athietic manage- 
ment. It calls for three student represent- 
atives on the Board of Athletic Control, in- 
stead of one as at present. 

The most radical change is the proposition 
for student managers of the different ath- 
letic teams, these managers to have full 
power in the business of arranging dates 
and details of games, subject at all times to 
the Board of Athletic Control. The scheme 
does away entirely with Prof. Stagg’s au- 
thority in management, except age he is like- 
ly to have influence with the Board of Con- 
trol. 


To Be Presented at Once, : 
The plan will be presented to the junior and 


senior colleges at their meeting next Monday 


and Tuesday, and a mass-meeting of the 
graduate school will be called to consider 
its share inthescheme. Ifthe colleges pass 
favorably on the plan it will then be submit- 
ted to the Board of Athletic Control for final 
approval. 

Fred D. Nichols is the principal.mover in 
the cause of student management and is 
largely responsible for the new plan. It 
is understood that his plan has received the 
informal approval of members of the Board 
of Control. 

It is from the students that the objections, 
if any, will-come, as they are divided in their 
opinions. Some of them say it is only a 
scheme to get rid of §tagg and afterwards 
substitute an authority which may be even 
less desirable. Others want no change at 
all, while still others are heartily in favor of 
a change similar to the one proposed. 

Following are the important parts of the 
text of the new plan: 

“There shall be three representatives of 
the student body on the Board of Physical 
Culture and Athletics. 

“These representatives shall be elected: 
One from the junior college, one from the 
senior college, and one from the graduate 
and professionai schools. 

‘* The football, baseball, and track athictic 
teams shall each have a student manager. 

** The football team shall select three can- 
didates for its manager, from whom the 
student body shall elect one. The baseball 
team shall also select three candidates for 
its manager, from whom the student body 
shall elect one. The track athletic team shall 
also select three candidates for its manazer, 
from whom the student body shall elect one. 
But these candidates must be approved by 


the Board of Physical Culture and Athletics 


before they are submitted to the student 
body. 
Qualifications for Managers. 

*‘Candidates for the office of manager 
must be members of the senior college or 
graduate or professional schools, and must 
have been in residence at least three-quar- 
ters at the time of election, 

“The managers of,the teams shall per- 
form the general functions of business man- 
agers of their respective teams in arranging 
schedules and details of games and in pro- 
moting in every way possible the financial 
welfare of the university teams. But in or- 
der that there shall never be an irresponsi- 
ble management of our athietigs, it is hereby 
expressly declared that these‘student man- 
agers shall at all times conduct their work 
under the direction of the head of the de- 
partment of physical culture, and shall be 
subject at all times to the Board of Physical 
Culture and Athletics.”’

MICHAEL BREAKS EIGHT RECORDS. 


Lowers Every Mark for from Tweo to 
Ten Miles at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, La., Nov. 12.—[Special.]— 
James Michael is tonight a hero, for today 
he lowered every world record from the two 
mile to the ten mile inclusive, in the great- 
est record ride in the history of the sport. 
At no time did he falter, and at all times was 
he calling for faster pace. 

The air was lighter than yesterday. The 
wind was blowing today, but the pacemak- 
ing machines were in excellent shape. One 
sex, two quads, and two triplets paced the 
ride, changing, with the exception of the 
sex, every half mile. The twenty pace- 
makers worked with a will and the shouting 
was incessant from the start to the finish 
of the ride. Every pick-up was well made 
and the lad shouted for faster pace all 
through, being capable of better time. 

Michael’s first mile was made in ‘1:49 3-5, 
his second in 1:434-5, lowering the two- 
mile record of 3:35 to 3:332-5. His third 
mile in 1:49 2-5 brought the three-mile tum- 
bling to 5:22 4-5 from 5:29 4-5, a cut of seven 
seconds. The fourth mile in 1:52 1-5 clipped 
the mark of 7:21, bringing it to 7:15. With 
a will the pacemakers worked for the five, 
and, with the fifth mile in 1:52 4-5, the mark 
was brought down from 9:12 3-5 to 9:07 4-5, 
a cut of 4 4-5 seconds. 

This would have been a good ride alone, 
but the sixth mile was made in 1:52 2-5 
and the six-mile mark suffered 82-5 sec- 
onds, being lowered from  11:083-5 to 
11:00 1-5. The seventh mile in 1:53% low- 
ered the mark of 13:00 to 12:53%, a cut of 
6 2-5 seconds. The next mile in 1:53 tumbled 
the eight-mile mark into the common pile, 
the new time of 14:4653-5 breaking the rec- 
ord of 14:531-5 63-5 seconds. Without a 
let up the marks tumbled, the ninth mile in 
1:53 4-5 bringing the record of 16:471-5 +o 
16:40 2-5, and the finishing mile in 1:52 4-5 
brought the ten-mile mark, for which two 
trials had previously been made, from 
18:41 1-5 to 18:33 1-5, a clean cut of eight 
seconds.

Capt. Goodrich Meets Mr. Lehmann on 
the Dock at New York. 

New York, Nov. 12.—(Special.]—Robert C. 
Lehmann, the famous Oxford oarsman and 
coach, who is going to tell the Harvard crew 
what he knows about winning boat races, 
arrived on the Majestic this morning and 
was met on the dock by Capt. Goodrich of 
the crew.

daughter of the late Charles T. Howard of 
New Grieans, and who was betrothed to 
Carter Harrison, Mayor of Chicago, at the 
time the latter was assassinated in hits home 


| by a crank named Prendergast, was mar- 


ried yesterday to Walter Parrott of Parrott 
Brothers, stock brokers of this city. The 
ceremony wae performed in St. James’ Par- 
ish Church, Paddington, the vicar,.the Rev, 
Walter Abbott, officiating. . ° 

Mr. Parrott is the youngest son of the late 
George Parrott of Cavendish square. The 
wedding was very quiet and fully choral. 
There was a reception after the ceremony 
at the residence of the mother of the bride, 
Gloucester terrace, Hyde Park. Her broth- 
eT was the best man. The honeymoon will 


_ be spent in England. 


Mise Howard provided the funds for bulld- 


‘ing the Howard Memorial Library and the 
Confederate Memorial Hall in New Orleans 
-in honor of her father. She is reputed to be 


very wealthy, and met her husband while 
traveling in Egypt. 


Miss Annie Howard is the only daughter 
and the youngest of the four children of 
Charles Howard of New Orleans. Mr. How- 
ard was a Baltimorean, but went to Louils- 
flana in 1852, and during the war served with 
distinction in the Confederate army. Miss 
Annie was born during the last years of the 
war at Biloxi, Miss.. At that time Mr. 
Howard was not wealthy, but even wealth 
could not then buy the necessities of life, and 
he could sustain his family only by smug- 
gling supplies through the Federal block- 
ading fleets. 

The upward turn in Mr. Howard's for-

tunes occurred in 1868, when the Louisiana 
Lottery was chartered by the Legislature, 
and he became its principal stockholder and 
its general manager. The result was that 
his family grew up surrounded by every 
luxury. But Miss Annie was, during a large 
part of her youth, a decided invalid, and 
much of her early life was spent in New 
York, on the Hudson. As her poor health 
prevented her from entering college she 
received every educational advantage 
through a corps of governesses, maintained 
at her Northern home. She was also a 
great traveler, and in addition to going sev- 
eral times over the United States, has been 
to Europe half a dozen times. Mr, Howard 
usually lived with Miss Annie at his New 
York home and Mrs. Howard with the boys 
of the family in New Orleans. 


Her Father Killed. 


In 1887 Mr,. Howard, while engaged in 
breaking a horse for Miss Annie’s use, was 
thrown and killed. After that event she 
resumed her roving habits and spent almost 
her wholé time in traveling. 

Miss Howard resided in Chicago during 
the World’s Columbian Exposilion and 
rented for that purpose the handsome resi- 
dence at No. 3635 Ellis avenue... She was a 
devoted friend of Mrs. Carter H. Harrison 
Jr., who was before marriage a Miss Ogden 
of New Orleans. This friendship attracted 
Miss Howard to the Harrison mansion in 
Ashland avenue and resulted ‘n a marriage 
engagement with Mayor Carter Il. Harri- 
son. He was assassinated by Prendergast 
on Oct. 28, and on the same day the Times 
newspaper, of which he was the editor and 
proprietor, contained the following: 

.“* The marriage of Miss Annie tloward of 
New Orleans to Mayor Carter H. Ilarrison 
is to fake place Thursday, Nov. 16, at Biloxi, 
Miss. Invitations were originally issued for 
Nov. 7, but they have been recalled, that 
date being election day. Mayor Liarrison 
will leave Chicago Nov. 12. No extensive 
wedding trip is contemplated, as Mayor 
Harrison cannot at this time leave his offi. 
cial duties for a prolonged vacation.” 

Miss Howard was in the city at the time 
of the assassination, and in compliance with 
Mayer Harrison’s dying instruction was 
brought to the Harrison mansion. She was 
so prostrated that it was some time before 
she became strong enough to accompany 
her brother to New Orleans. 


Another London Wedding. 


Sir Albert K. Rollits member of Parliament 
for the South Division of Islington and 
President of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce. of the. United Kingdom, etc., 
was married this afternoon at St. George’s, 
Hanover Square, to the Dowager Duchess 
of Sutherland, who, as Mrs. Blair, visited 
the United States with the third Duke, aft- 
erward her husband, some years ago. 

After the third Duke’s death,:in 1892, she 


disputed his will with the present Duke, and 


as one of the results the Dowager Duchess 
spent six weeks in Holloway Jail for con- 
tempt of court in burning up important 
documentary evidence. The matter was 
eventially compromised. Sir Albert K. 
Rollit ‘is a wealthy ship-owner and is a 
Conservative in politics, The Dowager 
Duchess was a daughter of the Rev. Rich- 
ard Michell, D. D., principal of the Hert- 
ford College, Oxford, and her first husband 
was Capt. Arthur K. Blair of the Seventy- 
first Highlanders. 

Only the relatives of the parties and a few 
intimate friends were present at the cere- 
mony today. After the ceremony Sir Albert 
K. Rollit and his bride started for Paris.

Purposes, Plams, and Methods for Mut- 
ual Benefit and Social Pleasure of 
the National Association. 


The National Association of Women Ste- 
nographers was organized in Chicago five 
years ago for the mutual benefit and social 
pleasure of its 20° ‘mbers, many of whom 
reside in the su: _unding States. It holds 
quarterly meetings in Chicago for those who 
reside here, and the benefit derived by the 
non-residents ts received altogether by corre- 
spondence. 

Mutual assistance during illness is the 
leading feature of the organization. Fach 
member contributes 25 cents, 50 cents, or $1, 
as she pleases, and receives during illness, 
for eleven weeks, if necessary, $2, $7, or $15 
respectively. The business affairs of the or- 
ganization are administered by a Board of 
Directors. 

The women of this association regard 
themselves as sustaining an honorable and 
important connection with the business in- 
terests of the United States. They are the 
confidential agents of the mercantile world, 
and are intrusted with its most momentous 
secrets. 

The quarterly meetings of this association 
are by no means frivolous. After the trans- 
action of a few simple items of business the 
time is devoted to a program of dignified 
musical and literary recreation: 

This association is the only business or- 
ganization which is allowed representation 
in the National Council of Women, which 
holds a private session in Boston the first 
week in December.

Will Make a Strong Effort to Prevent 
Western Roads from Constructing 
Through Grain Rates East from 
Trans-Mississippi Points to the Dis- 
advantage of This City-—-Commis- 
sioner Iglehart Will Submit Case to 
New Board of Administration. 


Chicago merchants and shippers have de- 
termined to make a'strong effort to prevent 
the Western railroads from discriminating 


against Chicago in the matter of grain rates 


from trans-Mississippi points. Mississippi 
River points had for two years past the best 
of Chicago on through shipments to the East 
because through rates are being constructed 
by adding the local rate to the Mississippi 
River to‘the rate from thé Mississipp! Riv- 
er to Eastern seaboard points, thus making 
lower through rates via St. Louis than are 
made via Chicago. 

A case has been prepared by the Chicago 
Merchants’ and Shippers’ Freight Bureau, 
of which N. G. Iglehart is Commissioner, 
which will be submitted to the Board of Ad- 
ministration of the new Western Freight 
Association next week, and on which imme- 
diate action will be urged. If action is de- 


layed or the demand-of the merchants and. 


Shippers is denied, complaint willl at once 
be made to the Inter-State Commerce Coni- 
mission, charging the Western roads with 
willful discrimination against Chicago. 
For years it has been the practice of the 
Western roads to make the Mississippi River 
the dividing line in constructing through 
tariffs, while Chicago is simply treated as a 
way station. Chicago shippers ask that Chi- 
cago be granted the same privilege that is 
accorded St. Loulg and other Mississippi 
River points, or, in other wa@rds, that Chi- 
cago also be made a dividing line in making 
through rates from the West. There is no 
valid reason, Chicago shippers say, why 
through rates via Mississippi River points 
should be lower than those via Chicago. It 
is this discrimination which, it is charged, 
leads to back billing and other abuses, which 


were laid bare at the recent investigation by 


the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 

As it is now, St. Louis and other Missis- 
sippi River points enjoy a through rate from 
Missouri River points to the Eastern sea- 
board of two cents a hundred pounds less 
than is charged on similar shipments via 
Chicago. 

Shipments of grain on through billing by 
way,of Chicago may be stopped here, under 
present rates, for inspection, and one change 
in destination and consignee is allowed. 
This, however, affords little relief to the 
Chicago shipper, because the railroads in- 
Sist that the sale must be consummated 
within forty-eight hours after arrival in Chi- 
cago, and final orders be given to Eastern 
roads within seventy-two hours of arrival 
at Chicago, or the freight will be required to 
pay local rates.

DEMAND A FIXED RATE TO CHICAGO. 


Readjustment of Grain Rates to the 
Northwest Is Not Improbable. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 12.—[Special.]—At 


tomorrow’s meeting of the Western Freight. 


Association in Chicago the principal subject 
under discussion will be grain rates to Min- 
neapolis, Duluth, Milwaukee, and Chicago, 
and it is believed here the entire basis of 
grain rates will be changed. 

Certain situations which the smaller rail- 
roads consider prejudicial to their interests 
have grown out of recent changes in rates 
which it is thought cannot be altered satis- 
factorily without an entire readjustment of 
basis in the entire grain-producing territory. 
Already the rate from Minneapolis to Chi- 
cago has crept down from 10 to seven cents 
on account of continual checking in, so that 
on many shipments there is a difference of 
5% cents between the local rate used and the 
authorized local of 12% cents. 

Weaker lines claim that the rates used are 
illegal, having been developed by a process 
of manipulation of through billing, as was 
done this season through Kansas City in the 
Southwest to the detriment of Minneapolis 
and Duluth. They claim that stronger lines 
bring immense shipments of wheat, for in- 
stance, to Minneapolis, part of which is con- 
verted into flour, which carries the same rate 
as wheat, and that the reduction in tonnage 
resulting thus is made up by the carriage of 
any grain*at the through rate, making seven 
cents to Chicago, and also that the stronger 
lines display their greed still more by de- 
manding a larger percentage of grain ton- 
nage because of the immense volume of traf- 
fic they create in their territory west. They 
will fight for the maintenance of the fixed 
rate to Chicago, and if they fail they will 
demand an entire readjustment of the basis 
every where. 


REFUSE AN EXAMINATION OF BOOKS. 


Transfer of the Seaboard Air Line May. 
Not Take Effect. 

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 12.—According to re- 
ports current today in local financial circles, 
the hitch in the negotiations for the transfer 
of the stock of the Seaboard and Roanoke 
railroad company, which carries with it the 
control of the Seaboard Air-Line system and 
the Baltimore Steam Packet company, to 
the Ryan-Thomas syndicate of New York, 
is.due to the refusal on the part of the Sea- 
board’s management to allow an expert ex- 
amination of the books and accounts of the 
property. 

When Mr. Thomas F. Ryan and his as- 
sociates obtained an option on the stock, 
pooled with .Megsrs. Louis McLane, Mon- 
cure Robinson, and Judge Leigh R. Watts, 
it was agreed that if the annual report of 
President Hoffman was verified by an ex- 
pert examination of the books the deal was 
to be closed on the basis of $125 a share for 
the pool holdings, which amount to about 
8,300 shares, and $100 a share for the 2,700 
shares on which Gen. John Gill obtained an 
option. 

It is said that the syndicate has all along 
been ready to carry out its part of the con- 
tract, and that it has the money in hand to 
pay over, but that the railroad people have 
persistently refused and still refuse to pro- 
duce the books. Unless the books are pro- 
duced before Monday it is likely that the 
deal will fall through. 


COMMISSION WILL TAKE AN APPEAL. 


Southern Discrimination Case to Be 
Carried to the Supreme Court. 

Private advices were received here yester- 
day stating that the inter-State Commerce 
Commission had decided to take an appeal 
from the decision lately rendered by the 
United States Circuit court at Cincinnati, in 
the Southern railroads discrimination case. 

The Cincinnati court reversed the action 
of the commission in ordering the Southern 
reilroad to cease discriminating in favor of 
New York and the East and against Chi- 
cago and the North. 

If this decision of the Cincinnati court were 
allowed to stand Chicago merchants would 
never be able to compete with Eastern mer- 
chants for Southern traffic.
